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condition recorded in history. On the other hand, one of the 
most decent of the peoples of Europe, the Dutch, is also one 
of the most God-loving. I want you to consider, too, the Jews, 
against whom many unpleasant things have been said unfairly; 
they are among the most decent ple in the world, and 
directly, I believe, because of their very real sense of the 
reality of God. A religious Jew is to me as attractive a 
person as an irreligious “humanistic” Jew is unattractive. I 
am in full sympathy with those Jewish religious leaders—the 
late Claude Montefiore, for example—who urge their co- 
religionists that their raison d’étre as a community is a 
religious one, and that they in particular have high standards 


On the human (or “humanistic”) level there is very little 
invitation to be decent. Why should I charge a just price for 
goods in short supply I hold, when, by taking advantage of 
scarcity, need and anxiety, I can make smart sums of money? 
Why, if I have a house to sell, should I sell it for what I gave 
for it, even if I allow for the depreciation in the value of 
sterling, and not gain the benefit of the “vacant possession 
value”? Why, if I am an indispensable worker in a full 
employment economy, should I do a decent day’s work when 
shall be paid as much for slacking? Exhortations to do 
good for the benefit of the community seem to cut very little 
icc when the community has no more overwhelming moral 
sense behind it than itself. Humanism follows a law of ever- 


diminishing returns. The first humanists are the children of

There 
was a period of stark materialism, destructive of religious principles; 
but this was a passing phase. Science had had a stimulating effect 
upon theology, and that helped to free religion from any interpre- 


tation which would not bear the light of truth. Unfortunately, to-day 


the religious thought of pre-scientific days persists along with a more 
enlightened outlook. But religious thought must needs progress. 
There is no hope for religion in the 20th century for those who 
seck to put the clock back. 

The robust advance which modern thought is making in theology, 
has caused a stiffening-up of that reaction to it which began after the 
first World War. The chief apostle of this reactionary movement is 
Karl Barth, who, grappling with liberalism in theology, regards God 
as “wholly other”, thus cutting out the Christian principle of the 
Incarnation, except in that special and miraculous manner in which 
the Creator the creature in Jesus Christ. Mr. Wyeth saw the 
roots of this line of thought in the writings of Paul and further 
developed by Augustine which led to the erroneous interpretation of 
God as being lost in the divine darkness. A further development of 


this profound dualism was the panic reaction to Modernism. In 


contrast to this theology of Karl Barth, the Modernist believes that 
the spirit of man is the candle of the Lord; and that the light is lit 
in the heart of man. ‘ 

Mr. Wyeth suggested that a non-critical attitude to the Bible 
was largely responsible for anti-Modernism in theology. Modernists 
are prepared to allow the ever-growing stream of knowledge to
